Francisco newspaper gives the following ac- 
count of an invention on which n young 
mechanic of that city has appliod for a pa- 
tent. The idea is to turn electricity to the 
purpose of n motor for railway trains: ''The 
principle is tho construction 
of driving 


wheels of enormous clectrc-ir.aguots, which 
diverge from tho centre in tho same form 
as tho spokes of an ordinary wheel, tho 
poles of each magnet terminating with the 
outer circumference. Tho electric circuit 
is complete as the magnet ;impingcs upon 
tho steol rails of the track. As tho poles of 
each magnet forming the driving-wheel ap- 
proach tho track, an enormous magnetic at- 
traction is exerted, and ns they pass the 
centre, or perpendicular point of the mag- 
net upon the track, the current is cut off 
from each particular magnet and tho at- 
traction abntcd. By the multiplication of 
driving wheels of thin description, the in- 
ventor expects to acquire any degree of 
power requisite, nnd accomplish uny ralo of 
speed at which a railroad car is capable of 
traveling, with no possible danger of the lo. 
comotivo's leaving tho track. In place of 
tho cumbersome steam-boiler and tender 
loaded with coal, the locomotive will carry 
n magnetic battery of immense power.
